MEMORANDUM OF CONVERSATION 



In order to promote implementation of the Protocol on Cooperation 
in Science and Technology of Transportation (hereinafter referred 
to as the "Transportation Protocol") signed on May 11, 1983, 
between the Department of Transportation of the United States of 
America and the Ministry of Communications of the Peopled 
Republic of China and the Supplement? ry Agreement relating thereto 
signed on August 26, 1985, the Chinese Delegation headed by Madam 
Zheng Guangdi, the Vice Minister of Communications of the People's 

?n P S U ^ 0 ^o^'r, Vi ? ited the United States of America from May 5 
to May 15, 1987 During the visit. Vice Minister Zheng Guangdi 
had cordial and friendly, program-related discussions with senior 
officials of the Department of Transportation and the Corps of 
Engineers of the U.S. Army. All the members of the Chinese 
Delegation and the officials of the Department of Transportation 
and the Corps of Engineers participated in these discussions at 
which the following were agreed: 

I. Cooperative activities under the Transportation Protocol have 
been mutually beneficial in promoting cooperation in the 
science and technology of transportation and the development 
of the transportation industry of the two countries. Both 
sides are pleased with the development of Annex I and Annex II 
to the Transportation Protocol and the cooperative proiects 
contemplated thereunder. 

I. The Transportation Protocol has been working well for both 
sides which hereby confirm their intention to extend the 
Protocol at the time of its termination and to authorize 
appropriate representatives to complete the necessary 
formalities for its extension. 

III. Both sides undertake to discuss the possibilities for mutual 
cooperation on research in the field of prevention and 
treatment of oil pollution at sea.

ARTICLE I

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ARTICLE II 

1. Both Parties agree to undertake scientific and technical 
cooperation and collaboration on. the basis of . mutually agreeable 
specific Project arrangements or plans in the various fields of 
scientific and technical cooperation. The projects and activities 

may include: 



A. Study on regulation of inland waterways and harbors; 

B. Study on siltation problems of silty and sandy coastal 
harbors; 

C. Study on effect of wind wavpc < i 

wina waves and irregular waves upon 

harbor structures ; 

D. Study on application of mathematical modelling for 
estuary, harbor and waterway regulation; 

E. Study on the use of hydraulic design to minimize 
environmental pollution in harbors and waterways; 

F. Study on improvement of testing and measuring 
instruments for tide, wave, current, and sediment; 

G. Study on application of remote sensing and radio-isotope 
technology in the development of harbors, estuaries and coastal 
areas ; 

H. Study on properties of soft clayey solid in silty 
coastal harbors and their effect upon harbor structures; 

. I. Study on speedy consolidation technology for silty ' 
foundations in harbor construction including submerged silty 
foundations and filling clay foundations; 



J. Study on durability of and anti-corrosion techniques f 0 
reinforced concrete and steel structures in harbors; 

K. Study on static and dynamic stress analysis, field 
measurement; technology.:^* reriability/analysis for harbor ' " 
structures; and 

L. Such other specific fields of scientific and 
technological cooperation as may be mutually agreed. 

2. Cooperation under this Annex may include all the forms 
provided for in the aforesaid Protocol. 

ARTICLE III 

1. For the purposes of promoting cooperation under this Annex, 
each Party shall designate a Project Officer and notify the other 
side of same within two months of the effective date of this Annex. 
The Project Officers shall be responsible for facilitating and 
coordinating all activities undertaken by the Parties pursuant to 
this Annex, including the designation of groups of experts to 
discuss special questions. 

2. Each year, the Project Officers shall consult each other 
through correspondence and propose plans for the joint activities 
undertaken pursuant to Article IV of this Annex. 

3. As necessary, the Project Officers or their deputies shall 
■neet alternately in the United States of America and the People-s 
Republic of china. 



4. The Corps of Engineers of the Department of the Army shall 
designate its Project Officer i„ consultation with the United States 
Department of Transportation and shall coordinate all activities ■ 
under this Annex with the United States Department of Transportation 
which has the responsibility for obligations of the Dnited States 
under the aforesaid Protocol of 11 Hay i 98 3. 

ARTICLE IV 

1- Both Parties agree that specific cooperation projects and 
activities as mutually agreed shall be embodied in implementing 
project arrangements or plans. These arrangements or plans may ' 
cover the subjects and term of cooperation, procedures to be 
followed, organizations to be involved, funding and other 
appropriate matters. 

2. Information involved in projects and activities shall be 
treated in accordance with the principles set out in Article VIII of 

the aforesaid Protocol. 



ARTICLE V 

Each Party shall use its best efforts to facilitate the conduct 
of cooperative projects and activities in its territory under this 

Annex. 
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ARTICLE VI 

This Annex shall enter lnto force upon signature and shall 
regain i„ effect as long as the Protocol between the Department of 
Transportation of the United States of Africa and the Ministry of 
Communications of the People's Republic of china on Cooperation in 
Science and Technology of Transportation signed in Beijing on 
«ay 11, 1983. It may be amended or extended by mutual agreement of 



the Parties.
